Barrison Makés Srief Speeches 
to Visiting Delegations. 

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.), Sept. 15.—[By the 
Associated Press.| A company of Missour! 
veterans under command ef Capt. Brant of 
Kansas City called on Gen. Harrison this 
niorning. Shortly afterward a delegation 
from New Albany, numbering 1000, called 
to pay their respects to the General. In re- 
ply to the spokesman of the delegation, 
Gen. Harrison made a short speech in which 
he said: e 

“T have heard it said that some leaders of 
the Democratic party thought that the re- 
duction proposed by the Mills Bill, and thie 
further reduction which some are candid 
enough to* admit they contemplate, will 
stimulate American production by opening 
foreign markets; that the interests of our 
Indiana manufacturing establishments 
would thus be promoted; but those wha, 
advance this argument also say that it 
will not do~-to pregress too rapidly 
in the direction of free trade; that we mtst 
go slow because our protected industries 
cannot stand too rapid an advance; it would 
not be safe. Now, my countrymen, if this 
plan of revenue reform is to be promotive 
of our manufacturing interests, why go 
slow? Why not open the gates wide and 
let us have the promised goods all at once? 
Is it that the philosophers think the cup of 

rosperity will be so sweetand fuli that our 
aboring people cannot be allowed to drink 
it at one draft? No, my countrymen, this 
statement implies what these gentlemen 
know to.be true, that the effect of the pro- 
posed legislation is, diminished production 
and diminished wages, and they desire that 
np shall have an opportunity to get used 
to it.
